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Tho  Patton  Reunions 

Our  Patton  rounions  bogan  vary  informally  whon  around  1900  somo  of  our 
Marion  County,  Ohio  folks  wont  to  visit  thoir  folks  in  Paulding  County c 
All  woro  cnildron  of  Abraham  Patton;  all  livod  in  farm  homos* 

Y/hon  thoir  brother  Jool  cama  to  visit  at  tho  farm  homos  of  his  broth  or 
Elias  Ft  Patton,  tho  sistors  of  both,  living  noar  Elias  joinod  in  and  all 
onjoyod  tho  gathering  so  much  that  any  futuro  visit  brought  all  togjt.bv.'* 
again  r 


T.n  timn  such  visits  cam©  to  bo  planned  with  tho  view  of  tho  so  brothers 
and  sartors  boing  ablo  to  assomblo*  Thon  aunts,  unclos  and  cousins  n 
greater  eh  stances  heard  of  tho so  joyous  occasions  and  wished  to  cono^ 

They  wore  welcome  and  soon  bocamo  a  part  of  tho  planned  mootings. 

Finally  dnfinito  datos  and  places  woro  dotorminod  in  advonco  so  all  could 
plan  he  aero  and  a  wolcomo  was  oxtondod  to  all  who  woro  doscoddantc  of 
Robert;  Pattonc  tho  founder  of  Pattonvillo#  and  tho  grandfathor  of  those 
who  so  informally  began  tho so  Patton  rounions* 

At  first  the  dato  of  tho  annual  reunion  was  sot  tho  third  Thursday  in 
August*  and  they  woro  hold  at  (as  votod  by  all  assomblod)  at  various 
placoss-  Pg,ulding  County,  Ohio,  Hocking  County,  Ohio,  noar  Decatur. r  Inc- 
in  Columbus,  Chin,.  in  Akron,  Ohio,  but  thoy  gradually  camo  to  bo  hold  at 
ono  of  tho  parks  .-n  Marion,  Ohio  as  it  was  control ly  locatod  and  raooi 
of  tho  originators  woro  living  in  or  noar  Marion# 

As  more  of  the  folks  chongod  from  farm  lifo  to  tho  industrial  life  of 
tho  city  a  Thursday  aftornoon  rounion  bocamo  impractical  and  tho  date 
was  changed  to  tho  third  Sunday  in  August j  but  this  was  not  with  ui  o 
view  to  forgot  the  Sabbath*  Each  year  a  local  minister  of  tho  Gospel 
is  an  invitod  guost;  and  many  of  our  folks  aro  ornest  Christians- 

Naturally  at  those  rounions  many  of  tho  Patton  rolativos,  living  and 
doad^.  woro  mentioned  as  wall  as  bits  of  Patton  history*  Somo  of  tho 
younger  gonoration,  not  knowing  many  of  tho  folks  mentioned,  began 
taking  a  fow  notos  in  ordor  to  keep  tho  relationship  clear  in  thoir 
awn  minds 9  Among  thoso  was  tho  Editor  who  in  1928  began  collecting 
facts  about  tho  Pattons  for  his  own  enjoyment;  it  has  grown  to  be  this 
Patton  family  record*

Vfo  havo  boon  compiling  this  rocord  sinoo  1928  and  woro  assistod  by  a 
nuribor  of  our  Patton  folks,  sono  of  whom  will  moot  with  us  no. mere 0  As 
much  rocordod  horo  camo  through  personal  rocolloctions  over  many  years, 
wo  naturally  found  a  few  difforoncos  in  rocalling  distant  happening sc 
Thoso  wo  havo  triod  to  roconcilo#  Howovor,  if  you  aro  sure  of  any  it  ct 
wo  may  havo  mipstatod,  wo  would  ask  that  you  writ©  us  and  explain  it  as 
thoroughly  as  possible#

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The  Patton  Name 

The  namo  of  Patton  is  both  ancient  and  honorable*  We  can  seo  its  origin 
in  the  Latin  word  for  Father.  In  ancient  Romo  a  variation  of  the  original 
"patrician"  was  given  to  one  class  of  Romans  who  were  the  "fathers  cf  the 
city",  the  old  settlers  and  those  wha  held  .most  of  the  land  as  inheritance s* 

For  sevoral  centuries  the  patrician  class  hold  all  the  public  offices  and 
so  ruled  Rome  in  the  days  of  the  early  republic#  Aftor  the  class  distinction 
between  the  patricians  and  the  new  comer  plobians  had  ceased  to  exist  the 
the  titlo  Patricians  was  bestowed  by  the  authorities  on  those  they  wichjd  to 
honor© 

Shortly  after  400  Ae  D#  a  boy  was  born  of  Briton  parents  in  a  corner  of  1  he 
Roman  empire©  It  was  in  a  small  town  on  or  near  the  coast  of  the  Irish  i?, 
somewhoro  between  the  present  Glasgow  and  Liverpool# 

When  a  lad^,  pirates  from  across  the  sea  oarried  him  to  Ireland  then  pag<c_j,> 
Here  he  served  as  a  slave  for  a  number  of  years.  Finally  he  escaped;  bnu 
soon  the  conviction  seized  him  that  he  should  do  something  to  convert  tie 
Irish  and  he  resolved  to  return  to  Ireland  bringing  the  Gospel©

After  some  years  of  preparation  in  e&a&y  and  training  he  was  sent  by  the 
Churoh  at  Rome  as  a  missionary  to  Ireland  with  the  consecration  as  bichc; 
and  the  title  -of  Patricus.  He  was  quite  successful;  Ireland  became  Ohristian; 
and  wo,  in  English,  remember  him  as  St#  Patriok# 

In  time  and  in  honor  of  him,  the  namo  Patriok  was  given  frequently  in'  the  30 
areas  b/hore  ho  lived;  in  all  of  Ireland  but  probably  more  so  in  tho  northern 
part  ih  tho  general  neighborhood  of  ArsanJ**  tho  soat  of  his  cathedral  and  of 
Downpatrick.. whero  he  was  buried*  Also  tho  now.  Was  popular  in  nerthwo stern 
England  and  aouthsrestem  Scotland  along  tho  coast  %«.*&  claimed  him  as  oro 
born  there#

A  dictionary  of  surnames,  found  in  Tr&rlnua  English  counties  (no*,  including 
Bootlandur  Ireland)  says  Patton  was  a  font  namo  from  northwo  ste^  » 
land#  Tho£  is  it  originated  as  an  additional  namo  designating  tho  c*vv’* 
christened  at  tho  baptismal  font# 

Thus  when  K  baby  son  was  brought  to  tho  font  his  parents  may  have  do  sire  a 
to  name  hin  John;  but  as  the  number  of  Johns  baptized  in  the  samo  eburen 
had  grown,  little  fellow  had  his  father* s  name  added,  so  it  might 
appear  as  JcJrp  Patrick*  s  son#  As  tho  number  of  Patricks  increased  some 
got  the  shortened  Pat  and  their  sons  would  be  entered  on  the  record  as 
Pat*  s  son# 

tn  tho  fiftee!j\h  century  to  prevent  confusion  in  names  amoung  tho  growing 
population,  tlie>  English  made  a  law  requiring  all  to  have  a  surname  as 
well  as  a  givdhj  all  the  children  were  to  bear  their  father1  s  surname. 

So  the  boy  baptised  as  John  Pat*  6  son  became  John  Patson  which  soon  was 
changed  to  the  mo>e  easily  sounded  name  Patton  and  his  children  aftor 
him  v/ere  called  Pc^vton#  „

Pattons  come  to  America 
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-We  have  soon  how  the  name'  Patton  grewup  in  the  ’’Patrick”  area  where  at  that 
time  moil  land  still  remained  unproductive*  Woods  we re  to  be  cleared  and 
swamps  drained,  so  there  was  pioneering^  to  bo  done*  Somehow  that  seomod 
to  fit  i:i  tho  Patton  nature  and,  for  several  centuries,  whereover  waste 
land  was  being  turned  into  farms,  you  could  expect  to  find  some  Pattonsc 

The  pioneering  spirit  finally  led  them  a way  from  the  old  homes  and  around 
1600  many  left  Scotland  and  England  for  northern  Ireland  where  areas  had 
been  allowed  to  grow  up  waste  due  to  the  many  v/ars#  In  this  new  land  they 
multiplied  &nd  by  1726  there  was  an  overflowing,  this  time  heading  for 
America0 

Whole  communities  migrated  and  Pattons  came  along  to  pioneer  in  America. 

There  woire  many  Pattons  among  the  immigrants  between  1725  and  1776;  most 
came  from  Scotland*  Among  tho  Pattons  were  so  many  Roberts,  Williams  and 
Johns  that  they  tend  to  be  confusing# 

The  Pattons  had  something  in  common  with  the  Jacksons#  In  8c&tland  Jackson 
was  a  humble  ncune  but  with  tho  transplanting  first  to  Ireland  then  to 
America  it  grew  in  greatness  until  we  have  had  a  president,  a  noted  general 
and  many  leading  citizens  named  Jackson#  The  Pattons  too,  rose  in  prominence 
and  we  can  toll  of  some  attaining  famo#

As  we  write  this  record  we  hoar  of  the  death  of  one  of  tho  outstanding 
loaders  and  one  of  tho  most  colorful  ohxucuetere  of  this  pro  cent  conflict  t 
General  George  Smith.  Patton,  Jr# 
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Pattons  on  the  Move 

Whilo  Pattons  landed  at  various  ports  a  great  number  of  them  landed  at 
Ph:.lar o”*  h:ua0  as  the  Pennsylvania  government  welcomed  the  Cootc.fc  and  Irish 
and  ;n\-.  offering  them  opportunities  on  the  frontier  so  they  could  serve 
as  a  bulwark  against  the  Indians# 

This  pioneering  suited  the  Pattons  and  many  found  their  way  into  the 
mountains  of  Pennsylvania  only  to  follow  the  trend  of  others  to  keep  moving 
southwe stward  through  the  mountain  valleys  until  all  Appalachian  mountain 
communities  had  their  share  of  Pattons* 

As  a  definite  example  let  us  cite  the  case  of  Robert  Pg.tton,  Govenor  of 
Alabama  in  the  closing  days  of  the  Civil  War#  His  fathor  came  from  northern 
Iroland,,  7tandod  at  Philadelphia,  found  his  way  into  the  mountains  and  in  his 
southward  course  married  in  Virginia  a  Scotch  girl# 

Their  son  Robert  was  born  in  the  southernmost  part  of  what  is  now  T/Tost  Virginia0 
The  family  moved  on  and  when  Robort  was  still  quite  young  they  reached  the  end 
of  the  mountains  in  Alabama#  A  fow  years  later  the  family  was  prosporing  in 
farming  and  trade#  Robort  became  a  leading  citizen,  a  merchant,  a  legislator 
and  then  govenor#  Later  ho  led  in  railroad  building# 

None  of  the  Pattons  wo  havo  mentioned  so  far  were  definitely  related  to  our 
Patton  group  in  that  wo  can  bo  suro#  Some  might  havo  boon  relatives  of  our 
Robert  Patton  but  wo  can  not  provo  a  dofinite  relationship# 

But  wo  do  know  that  tho  first  of  our  own  Pattons,  that  is  Robert’s  father, 
Francis,  was  ono  of  tho  migrating  Pattons  with  a  background  in  common'  with  the 
others  of  tho  name#  Ytaether  Francis  himsolf  was  bora  in  America  or  in  Ireland 
we  can  not  say  but  wo  are  inclined  to  thGjnk  all  his  children  were  bom  here 
and  that  ho  was  married  here  and  before  1765# 

Francis  Patton’s  wife  was  Ruthj  they  had  eight  children  and  he  died  in  1798 
in  Harrison  County,  Virginia  where  he  had  400  acres  of  land#  On  this  land  ho 
had  the  first  titles  that  is,  ho  got  it  from  the  State  of  Virginia,  it  boing 
public  land  of  the  state-.  Whother  he  bought  it  outright  or  paid  for  it  with 
a  land  warrant  given  in  exchange  for  possible  services  in  the  Revolutionary 
War  wo  can  not  say,  Vf0  are  inclined  to  think  it  was  for  services  though  wo  had 
not  yot  found  a  Francis  Patton  in  the  war  record# 

Howovorf  in  tho  Pennsylvania  Archives,  Socond  Series  pages  251-253  appoars  the 
"return  of  the  men  who  bolong  to  tho  company  of  artillery  artificers  under 
command  of  Genoral  Knox,  and  bolonging  to  tho  State  of  Pennsylvania©" 

(Endorsed  murrter  roll  of  Capt©  Patton^s,  late  Jesso  Roe’s,  company)  signed

Burlington  jJuno  1,  1782 

This  is  evidently  the  Burlington  (N*J#)  armory  not  far  from  Philadelphia# 

Miss  Ella  was  sure  he  was  our  Robert’s  father,  but  her  death  stopped  her 
efforts  to  prove  her  claim©

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Our  Pattons  get  to  Ohio 

If  our  Francis  Patton  were  the  Capt*  Fe  Patton  at  Burlington  then  h©  was 
a  citizen  of  Pennsylvania  as  late  as  1782 ,  so  his  family  including  our 
Robort  wero  living  in  that  state  *  We  can  not  be  sure  of  where  or  when 
they  lived  east  of  the  mountains# 

We  do  know  definitely  the  family  finally  settled  in  what  was  then  Harrison 
County,  Virginia;  we  think  they  were  there  by  1788  as  we  have  a  record,  of 
the  marriages  of  oil  of  Francis*  children  evidently  taken  from  Harrison 
Count}  records  and  the  oldest  of  the  daughters,  Rachel,  married  Moron  20, 

178  8 j 

Probably  they  had  boon  there  but  a  short  time#  Ten  Years  before,  in  Jr/?85 
the  Indians  drove  out  all  the  sottlers  after  killing  quite  a  few.,’  in  foot 
there  warn  Indian  raids  as  late  as  1793*  Gradually  the  whites  moved  again 
into  Booth  Crook  v alloy  and  Francis  Patton  in  coming  took  up  unclaimed  laud 
the  amount  of  400  acres;  this  land  passed  to  his  heirs  whon  he  died  in  i/CO 
and  the  youngest  son,  Robert,  received  120  acres*  This  land  was  about  f  if  bo 
miles  east  of  the  present  Clarksburg,  W#  Va# 

Francis  and  Ruth  Patton  had  eight  children  of  whom  (except  Robert)  about  all 
wo  know  is  thoir  marriages;—

How  many  of  Robert*  s  brothers  and  sisters  may  have  stayed  in  the  old  neigh¬ 
borhood  or  where  they  went  we  do  not  know*  There  are  Pattons  of  prominence 
now  near  Clarksburg  but  they  are  descended  from  another  linb  of  Pattons  who 
settled  in  another  port  of  the  county  about  the  time  of  Francis*  death* 

None  of  Robert's  folks  (except  a  nephew)  are  mentioned  in  connection  with 
his  coming  to  Ohio,  or  as  living  at  any  in  the  state  though  one  or  more 
visitod  him  hero,  notably  his  brother.  Captain  John  ^atton  whith  whom 
Robert  served  in  the  War  0f  1812* 

Hut  Robert  did  bring  YJith.  him  a  nephew  of  the  Patton  name,  but  whether  he 
was  Israel  or  Felix  is  not  sure*  Ho  seems  to  have  been  a  little  youngor 
than  Robort's  son  Abraham*  Whether  he  finally  wont  west  to  Illinois  or 
Iowa  or  stayed  in  Ohio  and  was  ancestor  of  some  of  the  Perry  County  Pattons 
is  a  question* 

In  the  War  of  1812  Robert  served  with  a  Virginia  Regiment  in  the  north  and 
western  parts  of  Ohio  in  what  was  then  Indian  country*  General  William 
Honry  Harrison  was  thoir  commander*  Returning  home*  he  sold  his  Virginia 
acros  and  bought  land  on  the'  Hocking  River  in  Ohio#  Early  in  1817  they 
sot  out  for  thoir  now  homo*  Arriving  at  the  Ohio  River,  probably  near  tho 
mouth  of  tho  Hocking,  no  boats  being  available,  they  waited  three  days,  the 
rivor.  frozo  over  and  they  -crossed  tho  Ohio  on  the  ice*

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ROBERT  PATTON* S  EARLY  LI  PE

1790#  Robort,  now  10  years  old,  vrns  the  youngest  of  tho  family 

which  by  this  time  was  living  in  Harrison  County,  Virginia  on 
Booth*  s  Crook  possibly  15  miles  oast  of  tho  prosont  Clarksburg, 

W#  Virginia*  The  eldest  eietor,  Rachel  had  marriod* 

Tho  family  was  living  on  tho  400  acros  tho  fathor,  Francis,  had 
gotten  from  the  State  of  Virginia*  Thoy  woro  rool  pioneers  as 
tho  Indians  had  driven  out  tho  whito  settlors  in  Booth*  s  Crook 
valley  a  dozen  years  bofore  and  wero  still  causing  uneasiness 
in  the  homes  of  those  now  moving  into  tho  valley* 

1800#  Robort,  now  20  and  living  on  the  family  fann  on  Booth*  s  Crook, 
had  soon  quite  a  chango  in  tho  past  ton  years*  His  brothor 
John  and  his  sister  Keziah  had  married,  thon,  in  1798,  the 
fathor  Francis,  died  and  in  his  Trill  Robort  appoars  as  a  minor* 
Robort  inherited  120  acros  of  his  fathor* s  400  acros;  this  is 
tho  land  ho  sold  vhen  ho  mavod  to  Ohio# 

1810#  Robort,  now  30,  was  a  marriod  man  with  probably  tqo  children* 

YiThen  he  was  26,  (in  July  1806)  ho  had  entered  into  a  marriage 
agroomont  with  Christian  Haltorman  by  which  ho  agrood  to 
marry  Christian*s  daughter,  Mary,  genorally  called  Polly;  sho 
was  probably  still  a  minor#  This  typo  of  agroomont  was  customary 
on  tho  frantior  whoro  mini stor  or  magistrate  woro  not  available* 
Fiftoon  months  lator  thoir  first  child,  Abraham,  was  born;  and 
by  1810  another,  possibly  Ohio,  was  bora# 

Nor  was  Robort* s  tho  only  marriage;  in  foot  by  this  ti#e  all 
his  brothers  and  sisters  (but  Nancy)  woro  marriod;  but  boyond 
thoir  narriagos  wo  have  littlo  knowlodgo  of  thorn* 

1820#  Robort,  at  40  and  now  in  Ohio,  had  a  new  home,  a  good  business, 
a  growing  family  and  a  war  sorvico  rocord#  In  the  War  of  1812 
he  had  sorvod  in  tho  Ohio  country  under  Gonoral  William  Henry 
Harrison;  his  brother,  John  Patton,  was  a  captain*  They  sorvod 
with  a  Virginia  rogimont  in  northwostora  Ohio,  thon  Indian 
territory#  This  sorvice  ro suited  in  his  soiling  his  120  Virginia 
acros  and  buying  land  along  the  Rocking  Rivor  in  Ohio*

eldest  son,  Abraham,  thon  9,  romemborod  how  thoy  cross od  the  Ohio 
Rivor  on  tho  ico,  bringing  their  horsos  and  wagon*  I  hoy  wore 
among  the  first  settlors  in  Groen  township,  arriving  the  yoar 
beforo  Hocking  County  was  organized* 

So  Robort,  like  the  Pattons  before  him,  was  pionooring.

Moore  Ester  (Hester)  Patton 
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Section  I  of  the  F. .  F.  latton  family  history  up  to  1913 

In  prelude  by  reflection  cn  changes  In  life  styles  and  modes  of  work  In  farm  operations 
due  to  the  ever  quickening  pace  of  modem  technology,  I  believe  it  would  be  Interesting 
to  posterity  to  record  a  sketchy  resume  of  my  experiences  with  only  a  rare  comment  on 
the  effect  special  occasions  had  on  my  life.  All  else  was  considered  a  routine  part  of 
life,  r f  course  some  relatives  were  at  times  included  in  the  record.  Also,  in  order  to 
cover  the  complete  record  of  mechanical  improvement  of  all  types  of  farm  work,  I  will 
start  with  a  resume  of  my  fathers  life  as  given  in  the  family" circle . 

He  was  born  October  3,  1 559  into  the  family  of  Abraham  Patton  in  Green  Camp  Two., 

:  .arion  County,  Ohio,  who  was  bom  in  130  3  in  Harrison  County,  Virginia  (now  W.  Va.), 
moved  to  Hocking  County,  Ohio  in  1317  with  their  Robert  Patton  family,  and  in  1355  to 
arion  County  with  his  own  family,  Father  remembered  the  later  Civil  War  years  when 
there  was  turmoil  at  home  as  his  older  brother  William  Henry  (only  15)  was  determined  to 
.join  the  volunteers  to  help  his  brother  IDlisha  whose  ?>2nd  Re,;.  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry 
had  charged  thru  a  wheat  field  and  taken  Little  Hound  Top  at  Gettysburg  with  loss  of 
700  men  from  the  1000  who  started.  This  one  charge  earned  the  Regiment  the  title  "the 
bloody  32nd"  of  which  my  uncle  -T  lisha  was  only  13  years  old  and  already  a  seasoned 
soldier  from  volunteer  enlistment  in  1351.  After  that  he  started  with  Gen.  Sherman  on 
the  March  to  the  Sea  and  was  wounded  at  Peachtree  Creek  near  Atlanta,  Ga.  with  a  bullet 
thru  his  left  arm  above  the  wrist  and  left  there  for  treatment.  William  Henry,  after 
twice  being  taken  home  from  volunteer  units  due  to  his  age,  15  years,  they  gave  up  and 
let  him  go  the  third  time .  He  was  at  Lookout  Mountain  in  Tennessee  in  the  battle  above 
the  clouds  where  he  was  issued  a  double  supply  (30  rounds)  of  ammunition  and  all  the 
provisions  he  could  carry  to  start  up  the  mountain  and  live  off  the  land  for  the  rest 
until  provisions  reached  him.  The  only  relief  from  excess  hunger  which  they  all  had 
was  to  tighten  their  belts  to  keep  going.  Later  this  severe  strain  started  a  .growth 
around  his  body  where  the  belt  had  been  from  which  he  died  in  1072.  The  doctor  reported 
this  was  all  due  to  his  youth  at  the  tine,  as  the  more  mature  were  not  so  affected  by  it. 

lias  at  the  age  of  13  years  (1873)  took  over  the  operation  of  their  CO  acre  family 
farm  on  which  there  was  a  mortgage  due  to  medical  expenses  for  treatment  of  his  father's 
heart  ailment.  He  had  paid  off  the  mortgage  by  1332.  His  father  died  at  the  age  of  75 
years  in  13-33  and  was  buried  in  ,i,  Olive  Cemetery  west  of  Green  Camp.  He  moved  to 
Faulding  Co.  .arch  14,  1332,  where  in  the  Mid-30s  he  purchased  00  acres  with  a  complete 
growth  of  virgin  timber  on  which  he  built  a  log  house  for  a  home  until  1904.  In  the 
early  1900's  he  bought  an  additional  30  acres  clearing  adjoining  to  the  rear.  By  the 
time  he  left  in  1913  it  was  all  improved  into  a  then  raodem  farm  with  complete  tile 
drainage  except  the  10  acre  second  growth  wood.s  and  located  five  miles  east  of  Paulding 
on  the  Charloe  Trail  with  the  first  pike  road  in  the  county  for  which  he  carried  the 
petition  to  have  it  built  at  the  turn  of  the  century.  In  1904  he  built  a  new  eight  room 
brick  veneer  two  story  home.  Also,  since  practically  all  farm  operations,  except  plowing 
and  tilling  crops  which  were  done  by  walking  and  hand  control  implements  with  horse  drawn 
power,  were  done  by  man power  with  hand  tools  at  the  time  of  his  birth  which  greatly 
limited  the  output  of  manpower  production,  he  was  always  interested  in  any  new  types  of 
machinery  for  farm  use .  By  1913  when  he  left  the  farm  where  as  soon  as  they  were  available 
he  had  replaced  the  walking  plows  and  cultivators  with  riding  types,  the  handcom  knife 
and  one  horse  drawn  sled  knife  for  use  by  two  men  with  a  two  horse  drawn  com  binder  for 
handling  in  twine  bound  sheaves  as  he  already  had  a  grain  binder  for  small  grain  many 
years.  He  had  a  two  row  com  planter  and  eight  ft.  small  grain  drill  from  the  tine  they 
first  came  out.  He  had  already  worn  out  one  champion  wobble  gear  mowing  machine  and  had 
an  almost  new  Deering.  He  had  one  of  the  original  type  hay  loaders  for  wagons  with 
supporting  ground  wheels  geared  to  crankshaft  driven  slats  equipped  with  angular  spikes 
to  elevate  the  hay  from  the  mowed  swath  on  the  ground.  For  unloading  hay  into  the  mow 
at  the  bam,  he  had  one  of  the  first  double  harpoon  hay  forks  installed  in  it  that  could 
remove  a  full  load  of  hay  in  four  or  five  trips  within  eight  or  ten  minutes  with  the 
wagon  team  used  to  pull  it  up  into  the  mow .  The  steam  engine  was  used  for  threshing 
small  grain,  shredding  com  which  also  husked  it  and  sometimes  buzz-sawing  wood  to  stove 
lengths.  In  the  1390' e  a  large  bam  was  built  with  hewn  mortise  and  tenant  frame  timbers 
and  lumber  from  timber  on  the  farm.  Then  in  1902  or  1903  he  added  a  wagon  shed  with  mow 
overhead  and  com  crib  with  a  bin  for  small  grain  above.  Before  building  the  shed  on  the 
end  of  the  bam  he  erected  one  of  the  largest  windmills  in  the  state  with  an  eighteen  foot 
fan  wheel  on  a  sixteen  inch  square  fifty  foot  high  solid  one  piece  mast  thru  the  comb  of 
the  bam  roof  with  a  gearbox  mounted  on  top  of  the  mast  and  line  shaft  down  into  the  wagon 
shed.  At  the  bottom  end  of  the  vertical  line  shaft  which  was  driven  from  the  gearbox  was 
a  short  horizontal  drive  shaft  with  clutch  direct  to  burrs  in  the  feed  grinder  next  to  the 
mast.  This  grinder  had  a  set  of  burrs  for  rough  grinding  all  kinds  of  grains  mainly  for 
animal  feed.  We  used  it  often  on  our  feed  and  quite  often  on  a  very  windy  day  neighbors 
up  to  two  or  three  miles  away  would  bring  in  a  small  wagon  load  to  grind  inside  the  shed 
and  out  of  the  weather.  Above  the  grinder  another  horizontal  lineshaft  about  twenty 
feet  long  was  mounted  on  the  bam  frame  and  geared  to  the  vertical  shaft  with  a  small 
pulley  about  six  feet  oversized  to  run  the  com  sheller.  Beyond  that  about  six  feet  over 
was  a  large  pulley  sized  to  run  the  buzz-saw  outside  the  wagon  shed  with  a  long  belt 
which  helped  to  increase  the  friction  especially  on  the  small  pulley  on  the  saw  shaft 
required  to  furnish  proper  sneed  for  fast  sawing.  Then  on  the  outer  end  of  thi6  shaft 
was  mounted  a  crank  attached  to  a  pump  jack  for  pumping  water  from  a  well  twenty  rods 
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away  into  a  large  wooden  water  tan!-:  made  from  the  bottom  end  of  a  cistern  at  least  twelve 
feet  in  diameter  cut  four  feet  deep  and  set  in  the  wagon  shed  wall,  half  inside  and  half 
out  to  a  depth  of  one  foot  in  the  "round .  This  was  kept  full  nearly  all  the  time  by 
windpower  so  that  it  was  handy  for  use  from  either  side  by  the  sir  or  eight  horses, 
three  or  four  cows  and.  over  one  hundred  ho.g£  at  all  times  fed  and.  watered  near  the  bam. 

As  the  above  applied  to  an  era  a  decade  or  two  before  the  general  use  of  autos  for 
transportation,  small  gasoline  engine  driven  appliances  to  reduce  farm  hand  chores  and 
tractors  for  field  work,  it  does  not  have  any  comparison  with  todays  methods  of  farming. 

It  is  only  detailed  to  show  the  apparent  efforts  made  to  effectively  use  all  mechanical 
improvements  and.  scientific  methods  available  at  the  time,  ;.y  father  also  spent  a  full 
week  each  winter  attending  the  farmers  institute  in  Paulding  to  find  out  all  the  latest 
scientific  methods  of  farm  operations  and  followed  them  when  possible.  He  also  liad 
purchased  the  rights  to  a  system  of  hog  cholera  immunization  early  in  his  farming  career 
after  losing  all  of  his  hogs  but  one  sow  as  he  planned,  to  major  in  com  and  ho, ;  production . 
This  was  very  rarely  used  by  farmers  at  that  time. 

This  shows  the  almost  complete  change  of  node  of  his  farming  operations  from  that  which 
he  started  in  life  in  a  little  over  twenty  five  years  from  virgin  timber  harvest  to  one 
hundred  acres  of  farm  crops  including  fifty  acres  of  com  each  year  with  only  one  hired 
man  needed  for  all  operations .  He  had  already  harvested  four  carloads  choice  ash  timber 
(second  growth)  in  two  shipments  fro.’  the  ten  acre  woods  before  he  left  in  1913  within 
the  last  four  or  six  years .  In  this  sane  period  he  aleo  sold,  several  full  carloads  of 
com  from  the  farm  which  accumulated  every  few  years  in  addition  to  feeding  out  over  one 
hundred  hogs  per  year  for  which  he  always  received  a  premium  price  for  extra  quality 
when  shipped  to  Cleveland  stock  yards  upon  their  standing  order  with  pre-shipment  notice 
only.  During  this  period  he  invariably  got  the  blue  ribbon  in  his  class  on  both  com 
and.  hogs  at  the  Paulding  County  Fair. 

Cn  March  4,  1913  he  sold  the  farm  and  moved  bac!c  to  Marion  County  on  March  11  There  he 
was  bom  and  grew  up.

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Section  II  of  the  Patton  family  history  relative  to  the  first  75  annual  reunions  of 
the  fanily  of  Grandfather  Abraham  Patton  from  Virginia,  Hocking  and  ;.arion  Counties  in 
Chio  who  was  bom  in  1303,  died  in  1333  and  buried  in  mount  Olive  Church  Cemetery  west 
of  Green  Canp,  Ohio. 

A  chronology  of  the  Patton  family  reunion  since  1904  by  the  only  living  member  of  it. 

It  was  organized  by  the  family  of  Abraham  Patton  in  1904  at  Mias  F.  Patton's  farm  in 
Paulding  County,  Ohio  on  Christmas  Day  with  23  members  present  as  follows:  Uncle  Joe  and 
Aunt  .  ary  Patton,  their  son  Charley  and  his  wife  ae,  also  their  daughter  Cora  Patton 
Anderson j  Aunt  Hanna  Johns,  her  daughter  yrtle  Zink  and  son  Halter  and  his  first  wifej 
Uncle  John  and  Aunt  11a  Drollinger  with  Carl,  John  and  Sylvia  and  Ellis j  with  our  family 
lias  F.,  Florence,  Irene,  Hazel,  Onard,  Leo,  Lyle  and  Carter  which  made  a  crowd  in  the 
new  brick  e ight  room  house.  The  first  four  were  held  at  some  members  residence  but  I 
cannot  recall  the  places  in  1905  and  1906  as  none  of  our  family  attended.  In  1907  I  was 
present  witn  a  very  large  group  as  some  of  Uncle  Joe's  and  Aunt  1311a' s  family  were 
married  aid  had  families  of  their  own. 

CD  our  way  to  . .arion  we  stopped  off  in  Lima  two  or  three  days  to  visit  .  other's 
family  C-randpa  ilton  Carter  and  step-Crandma  Garter  with  their  fanily.  This  is  the 
only  time  in  my  life  I  ever  saw  any  -grandparents  as  my  father’s  parents  died  years  before 
I  was  bom.  As  far  as  I  know  from  all  I  heard  at  home,  I  an  the  only  one  of  the  children 
that  ever  saw  the  Carters.  y  two  oldest  sisters  Irene  and  Hazel  attended  the  funeral  of 
father's  .mother  in  arion  Co.  in  mid  1390s  at  the  ages  of  seven  to  ten  years  and  the  only 
ones  ever  to  see  her.  We  also  visited  Aunt  Hanna  Johns  and  her  fanily  in  Lima,  then  on 
to  arion  at  Uncle  John  Drollingers  for  the  Reunion. 

The  most  vivid  events  in  ray  memory  of  both  the  1904  and  1907  reunions  were  the  number 
of  cousins  1  met  and  played  with  and  the  large  amounts  of  candy  -  much  more  than  I  ever 
had  before.  In  1904  Uncle  Joe  brought  an  e:ctra  large  stocking  of  mixed  candy  to  fill 
everybody  with  all  they  could  eat.  In  1907  at  Uncle  John  Drollinger 's  they  had  a  washtub 
nearly  full  of  most  all  kinds  which  was  , greatly  reduced  by  the  many  kids  there  before  they 
left.  At  this  reunion,  due  to  the  group  being  more  than  a  house  full  and  interference 
with  Christmas  celebrations,  the3r  decided  to  hold  the  1903  reunion  at  Lincoln  Park,  i  arion 
Ohio,  on  the  third  Thursday  of  August.  This  date  was  used  for  fifteen  years  thru  1922 
then  changed,  to  the  third  Sunday  in  August  for  the  last  56  years  as  it  is  today. 

In  1909  while  in  arion  after  reunion,  my  family,  including  Don  Carter,  took  the  lenna 
excursion  train  to  Cedar  Point,  Ohio  and  rode  the  roller  coaster.  After  the  ride  when 
father  sat  in  the  seat  with  Sylvia  Drollinger  and  held  Don  she  said  "That  made  me  sick" 
to  which  Don  replied  "That  made  me  sick  twice" . 

In  1909  where  much  the  largest  reunion  ever  held  was  at  Great  Uncle  Tli  Patton's  home 
in  Haydenville,  Hocking  Go.,  Ohio,  Art  Smith  of  rework,  Ohio  told  me  about  ten  years  ago 
that  he  was  four-teen  years  old  then  and  helped  them  clear  the  brush  from  the  back  lot  to 
make  room  for  the  303  relatives  who  came  to  it.  This  was  due  to  being  the  home  area  of 
Great-Grandfather  Robert  Patton  where  most  of  the  families  of  his  eighteen  children  still 
lived  and  :oany  of  them  also  had  large  families .  I  still  lave  a  picture  of  the  group  and 
think  I  have  one  of  Great-Uncle  Hi  (Ohio)  Patten  at  99  years  in  Uncle  John  Drollinger 's 
seven  passenger  W inton  Auto  with  five  generations  of  his  family  together  in  it.  There  was 
another  Patton  reunion  held  in  Hocking  Co.  in  the  mid-teens  but  I  am  not  certain  of  the 
exact  year  or  attendance  which  was  more  than  usual.  At  this  one  somebody  tied  a  horse 
hitched  to  a  buggy  to  an  apple  tree  so  close  to  a  beehive  that  the  horse  kicked  it  with  a 
foot  and  the  bees  attacked  the  horse.  As  Great-Uncle  Eli  over  30  years  old  rescued  the 
horse,  he  was  stung  many  times  and  was  ill  for  several  months  from  it. 

In  the  latter  teens,  the  Reunion  was  held  at  Olentangy  Park,  Columbus,  Ohio  two  or 
three  times  where  the  rides  included  even  a  loop  the  loop  in  a  roller  coaster  car.  In 
1916  my  brother  Leo  and  I  left  ..arion  early  on  the  CDcM  interurban  car  and  arrived  at  the 
Statehouse  at  9)00  Ah'  just  as  it  opened  for  a  tour  of  it.  When  we  came  to  the  rotunda 
where  all  the  Civil  War  flags  from  Chio  were  an  display,  we  asked  to  see  the  flag  of  the 
32nd  0VI  (Ohio  Wolunteer  Infantry)  Regiment,  the  one  Uncle  Elisha  served  under.  It  was 
almost  completely  in  tatters  with  shreds  of  cloth  sticking  out  thru  the  cord  net  that  the 
flag  was  furled  in.  When  we  asked  to  see  it,  the  custodian  said  "Oh  yes,  the  bloody  G2nd" 
and  then  explained  this  title  was  given  them  after  their  Regiment  1000  strong  charged  up 
Little  Round  Top  thru  a  wheat  field  at  Gettysburg,  where  only  300  reached  the  tor).  This 
was  a  revelation  to  us  as  we  had  never  heard  it  before  even  if  father  knew  it. 

The  attendance  at  Olentangy  Pari:  was  always  good  as  there  were  good  amusements  and 
rides  which  drew  the  younger  ones.  Then  for  several  yearn  it  was  held  in  Akron,  Chio  where 
Walter,  Charley  and  Philip  Patton  families  as  well  as  Sam,  Mmer,  Will,  Harry  Drollinger 
and  ,  innie  Drollinger  Grigsby  families  with  my  oldest  sister  Irene  iatten  Davis  family 
who  always  had  good  attendance  promoted  it  there  for  four  or  five  years.  After  that  it 
was  returned  to  one  of  the  .  arion  parks  -  most  always  Lincoln  Lark  where  it  has  been  held 
50  to  °°  times  since  1903.  It  will  continue  there  for  that  reason  on  the  well  established 
third  Sunday  in  August  date  so  all  may  plan  to  attend  well  ahead  of  time  for  it. 
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Reproduced  from  1902  edition  of  Paulding  County  History,  published  by  W.  S.  Hardesty, 
L.L.3.  Family  origin  as  handed  down  by  Abraham  Patton,  his  father,  from  raonory. 

Elias  F.  Patton  is  worthily  descended  and  in  his  veins  flow  the  blood  of  nearly  all 
the  first  families  of  Virginia.  Robert  Patton,  a  native  of  Scotland,  emigrated  to  America 
some  time  before  the  revolution,  landing  at  Charleston,  South  Caroline,  where  he  lived 
for  awhile  but  soon  removed  to  Fredericksburg,  Virginia,  where  he  established  himself 
as  a  merchant.  He  was  very  successful  and  soon  acquired  a  competent  fortune.  He  was  a 
high-spirited  man  and  in  full  sympathy  with  his  adopted  countrymen  in  their  struggle  for 
freedom,  being  a  non-combatant,  he  was  on  terms  of  social  intercourse  with  the  invading 
Britons.  On  one  occasion,  whilst  dining  with  some  officers  of  Tarleton's  Legion,  one 
of  them  took  upon  himself  to  denounce,  in  unmeasured  terms,  the  people  he  had  come  to 
subdue.  He  was  very  free  in  his  use  of  the  terms  "rebels,"  "rebellious,"  etc.,  which 
he  finally  coupled  with  abusive  terms  with  the  names  of  certain  officers  of  the  patriot 
army.  This,  Robert  Patton  could  not  let  go  unrebuked.  He  calmly  but  decidedly  told 
the  officer  that  he  felt  It  to  be  right  to  inform  him  that  some  of  these  officers  were 
his  friends.  This  warning  being  disregarded,  Patton  threw  a  glass  of  wine  in  his  face. 

This  produced  a  storm  of  fury  from  the  insulted  officer,  when  Patton  said  the  affair  must 
be  then  and  there  settled;  and  going  to  the  door  locked  it  and  put  the  key  in  his  pocket. 
They  fought  with  pistols  across  the  table  and  the  officer  was  killed.  Robert  Patten 
married  October  16,  1792,  Anna  Gordon,  daughter  of  the  gallant  General  Hugh  Mercer,  who 
fell  mortally  wounded,  at  the  battle  of  Princeton,  January  3,  1777 •  They  had  issue 
eight  children,  whose  history  with  that  of  their  descendants,  and  through  marriage, 
becomes  too  extended  for  detail,  except  to  enumerate  a  few  of  the  most  historic.  The 
third  son,  John  Mercer  Patton  became  governor  of  Virginia,  having  previously  served 
eight  years  in  the  congress  of  the  United  States.  The  fifth  son,  William  Fairlie, 
surgeon  of  the  United  States  and  Confederate  States  navy.  Their  youngest  child  and 
daughter,  married  Hon.  John  Herndon,  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Virginia,  who  was 
a  brother-in-law  of  Commodore  iiathew  Fontaine  Maury,  perhaps  the  most  learned  man  that 
ever  plowed  the  sea.  Through  intermarriage,  the  Pattons  are  related  to  the  Masons, 
Stewarts,  Williams,  Zachary  Taylor,  Pendletons,  Penns,  Hopkins,  Lewises,  Lees,  Chews, 
Gibsons,  Mortons,  Glassells,  Toliaferros,  Conways,  Ashbys,  Battalles  and  U.  S.  Senator 
Caperton.  These  families  relates  them  distantly  with  all  the  historic  families  of  the 
state  and  most  of  the  prominent  families  of  the  south.  But  space  forbids  farther 
examination  into  geneology  except  the  removal  to  Ohio  and  our  immediate  subject. 

The  father  of  the  subject  of  this  sketch,  Abraham  Patton,  was  born  in  Virginia, 

October  15,  1807.  He  moved  from  Virginia  to  Hocking  County,  Ohio  early  1817,  and  from 
there  to  Marion  County,  where  the  subject  of  this  sketch  was  born.  While  living  in 
Hocking  County,  he  married  Miss  Catharine  A.  Self,  who  was  bom  in  Hocking  County,  Ohio, 
whose  father,  Obediah  Self  was  bom  in  Virginia.  Elias  F.  Patton,  their  son,  was  bom 
in  Marion  County,  Ohio,  October  8th,  1859,  and  came  to  Paulding  County  March  14,  1382, 
locating  at  Paulding  as  a  grain  and  feed  merchant  where  he  was  united  in  marriage 
February  22,  1335,  with  Miss  Margaret  F.  Carter,  daughter  of  Milton  and  Margaret  (Thompson) 
Carter,  farmers,  the  former  now  living  in  Lima,  Ohio,  and  the  latter  having  died  in 
Putnam  County,  Ohio. 
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
